THE ISREALITES 


This interview was done through the mail in late fall 92 with the 
Isrealites a Christian Ska band from California. While I do not agree 
with their lyrics, as I am a Jew I certainly can relate to their music, 
an old school blend of Ska styles reminiscent of Jamaican music of the 
60's. 


Moses(me): What's the line-up right now? 

Rich:Me-guitar, vocals; Sherwin, vocals; Ruth-backround vocals ;Omar- 

bass; Robert - trombone Pete-trumpet ; Jason- dums ; Alan- Keyboards; &Big John is 
our roadie 


Moses:What does your name have to do with religion? 

Rich:Well I guess I should answer that since I started the band. Umm the 
Isrealites started 1990 the day before Halloween. The name has to do 
with that we are a Christian band & if you look in the bible the 
Israelites, when they journeyed across the desert they went through alot 
of trials & tribulations they had up days & down days & that's basically 
why I named it that. In the same way that's the way the Christian life 
is you have days that go really good & days that go really bad of course 
we always have G-d with us & all things are possible with G-d.Its also 
because Desmond Dekker is a real strong influence of ours & we really 
like the song "The Isrealites". 


Moses:What are your influences? 

Robert:My influences are all the kinds of music I've been into through 
the years whether its been Rock & Roll to old new wave also disco I was 
John Travoltas little brother I was in the disco scene so bad back then 
in the 70's I didn't know what to do I got fed up with it that's when I 
met Rich & that's when 

Rich: Alot of skinhead reggae, 60's Ska basically all the good 60's 
stuff we don't really click with the 2-tone stuff because we feel that 
2-tone ripped off all the bands from the 60's (ednote: didn't they do 
that to each other though?!)& its like UB40s"Red Red Wine" was 
originally written in the 60's& they ripped that off that band & 
everyone thinks they wrote that song & Its like with 2-tone about 80% of 


your 2-tone songs are all from the 60's so we like to go back to the 
roots & play original roots ska 


Moses: How about your favorite current bands? 


Robert: The bands I like alot more are the European ska bands Skaos, the 


Braces, alot of European bands have a big influence on me 
Sherwin: We like alot of Cali bands like Hepcat, Lucky 7 there are 
someother good bands from Cali Such as Colorblind 


Moses: How do you feel about racism? 
Ruth: Well obviously around here we all feel its wrong. But its out 
there, I mean we all know that.Yesterday at school we had this flyer 


about how theres some fraternity groups up in UCLA that have alot of 
racist songs their lyrics are really explicit,they stereotype certain 
girls just for being a certain race.We all feel its wrong we have to put 
a message across saying it has to stop 

Rich:Racism in any form is wrong no matter what it is & the problem with 
the world is that we hear all this talk about unity & stuff but the only 
way racism is ever going to be abolished is when Christ comes back to 
this earth Other than that mankind has screwed up so bad that theres no 
way to mend it 


Moses:How do you feel about the LA riots 

Ruth: I think the riots had nothing to do with the verdict It was jus 
people going crazy rebelling against things around them & the system. 
Rich?:I consider it a circle just like the riots in the 60's are ina 
cycle since we had it in the 60's now we had it in the 90's it was a 
terrible thing people were just looking for a chance to create mayhem I 
think alot of it has to do with racism some doesn't. It was a mixed bag 
& it caused so much controversy that people out of LA stayed away from 
it more ‘cause they were afraid it was a very scary time here we had to 
stay inside the whole time-it was smoky

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the shock troops of the rightist resurgence in Europe 
as well as in America over the past five years or 
so is a historical irony of loopy proportions. When 
bands of male teenagers — all wearing high-laced 
work boots, suspenders, short or rolled-cuff jeans, 
and plaid shirts, their hair shaved close to the skull 
— began appearing in London streets in the late 
1960s, ghey were actually identified with black - 
cultire. Skins were at first considered asplinter of 
the Mods, a fashion culture that dominated the 
rock 'n’ roll society of the time. The Mods, like 
the New Wavers of the early 1980s, carried neat- 
ness and apparent conformity to the point of ab- 
sutdity — a Mod would wear a necktie like any 
businessman, but it would be too narrow to be 
quite normal. The inspiration for their dandyism 
lay in black culture. Mods saw black men like 
James Brown and Smokey Robinson as more than 
outposts of Soul — they were viewed as men who 
had escaped their class, wise to their irredeemably 
low status within society, but somehow able to 
outwit their betters by enjoying life more intensely. 
In the late 1960s and the early 1970s, one 
group of Mods.veered i into. hipniedam;gnether,— 
the hard Mods, $pc sporting heavy boots, jeans, and 
short hair, turned away-from acid rock and gor into 
ska, rocksteady, and reggae. Where the Mods had 
been upwardly mobile, the skins, dressed as a “kind 


’ SKIN 


The fats that the Nazi skinheads have become 


of caricature of the model worker,” explored the 
lumpen proletariat, ‘creating a fused identity oui 
of the culture of West-Indian immigrants and the 
white working class; A hallmark of this new sub- 
culture was early eighties Brit rock — multiracial 
bands singing reggae songs about “rude boys” (Ja- 
maican slang for delinquents) to overwhelmingly 
white audiences. “Superimposed one on top of the 
other, these two very different traditions coalesced 
around the skinheads’ visual style, which simulta- 
heotsly embodied both: the clean-cut, neatly pressed : 
delinquent look owed at least as much to the-rude: 
boys as it did to the ‘formalized and'very “hard” 
stereotypes of the white lumpen males’ which have 
been stressed in so many accounts of the skinhead 
phenomenon,” wrote British author Dick Hebdige 
in Subculture: The Meaning of Style. 

“Those values conventionally associated with 
white working-class culture which had been eroded 
by time, by relative affluence and by the disruption 
of the physical environment in which they had 
been rooted, were rediscovered embedded in black 


West Indian culture;” Hebdige con continued. Here, = 


-was a culture armoured ‘against ‘contaminating in- 


fiuences, protected against the more frontal as- 
saults of the dominant ideology, denied access to 
the ‘good life’ by the color of its skin. Its rituals, 
language and style provided models for those white 
youths alienated from the parent culture by a, 
imagined compromise of the post war years.” 


HEADS 
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By 1966, the mod ‘movement’, subject to the concerted 
pressures of the media, market forces, and the familiar 
set of interna) contradictions (between keeping private and 
going public, between staying young and growing up) was 
beginning to break down into a number of different scenes. 


\ 

Most noticeably, there was a polarization between the ‘bard 
mods’ and those overtly interested in fashion and the 60s 
‘look’. As Stan Cohen (1972b) observes ‘the more extrava- 
gant mods . . . involved in the whole rhythm and blues, 
camp, Carnaby Street scene... [were] ... merging into the 
fashion-conscious hippies’ and the incipient Underground, 
while the ‘ “hard mods” (wearing heavy boots, jeans with 
braces, short hair... jumpy . . . on the paranoic edge)’ 
began to turn away from the fancy arabesques of acid rock 
to champion ska, rocksteady and reggae. 

The skinheads grew out of this latter group, and by the 
late Gos they constituted an identifiable subculture. 
Aggressively proletarian, puritanical and chauvinist, the 
skinheads dressed down in sharp contrast to their mod ante- 
cedents in a uniform which Phil Cohen (1972) has des- 
cribed as a ‘kind of caricature of the mode] worker’: 
cropped hair, braces, short, wide levi jeans or functional 
sta-prest trousers, plain or striped button-down Ben Sherman 
shirts and highly polished Doctor Marten boots. The skin- 
head ensemble, as Phil Cohen points out, seems to represent 
a ‘metastatement about the whole process of social mobility’ 
produced by the systematic exaggeration of those elements 
within the mod style which wére self-evidently proletarian, 


and a complementary suppression of any imagined bour-_ 


Feo tanuences sats, ues, a squer, ‘prettiness’). Phil Cohen 
goes on to interpret this transformation in terms of ‘upward’ 
and ‘downward’ options: ‘. . . whereas the mods explored 
the upwardly mobile option, the skinheads explored the 
lumpen’ (19724). - 

In order to express a more stringent ‘lumpen’ identity, the 
skinheads drew on two ostensibly incompatible sources: the 
cultures of the West Indian immigrants and the white 
working class. A somewhat mythically conceived image of 
the traditional working-class community with its classic 
focal concerns, its acute sense of territory, its tough ex- 
teriors, its dour ‘machismo’ (an image which as Cohen says 
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ceptions’) was overlaid with elements taken directly from the 
West Indian community (and more particularly from the 
rude boy subculture of the black delinquent young). 
Superimposed one on top of the other, these two very 
different traditions coalesced around the skinheads’ visual 
style which simultaneously embodied both: the clean-cut, 
neatly pressed delinquent look owed at least as much to the 
rude boys as it did to the ‘formalised and very “hard” 
stereotypes of the white lumpen males’ which have been 
stressed in so many accounts of the skinhead phenomenon 
(Clarke and Jefferson, 1976). 

In such accounts, the black contribution tends to be 
played down: confined solely to the influence of reggae 
music, whereas the skinheads borrowed individual items 
of dress (the crombie, the. crop), argot and style directly 


from equivalent West Indian groups. Thus, while I agree 


with John Clarke and Tony Jefferson (1976) that this ‘style 
attempted to revive, in symbolic form, some of the ex- 
pressions of traditional working-class culture’ (see also 
Clarke, 1976), the unique and paradoxical manner in 
which this revival was accomplished should also be noted. 
It was not only by congregating on the all-white football 
terraces but through consorting with West Indians at the 
local youth clubs and on the street corners, by copying their 
mannerisms, adopting their curses, dancing to their music 
that the skinheads ‘magically recovered’ the lost sense of 
working-class community. Here we find a dramatic demon- 
stration of the thesis put forward in Resistance Through 
Rituals (Hall et al., 1976a) that the ‘subcultural response’ 
represents a synthesis on the level of style of those ‘forms of 
adaptation, negotiation and resistence-elaborated: by the - 
parent culture™and others ‘more immediate, conjunctural, 
specific to youth and its situation and activities’. In the case 
of the skinheads, ‘things’ (dress and value system) taken 
from the Jocated parent culture were not only transformed 


when placed within the context of a specific generatic 
group; they were, in some cases, radically subverted. ° 
endlessly stretched vowels of Alf Garnett, the abso! 
epitome of working-class narrowness and racial bigotry 
further inflected (and undercut) by the smattering of pa 
(ya raas!) picked up by every self-respecting skinhead fi 
reggae records, and from West Indian colleagues at scl 
and work. Even the skinhead ‘uniform’ was profour 
ambiguous in origin. The dialectical interplay of black 
white ‘languages’ (dress, argot, focal concerns: style) 
clearly expressed in the boots, sta-prest and severely crop 
hair: an ensemble which had been composed on the « 
of the two worlds, embodying aesthetic themes commo 
both.
